the Baltimore City Health Department is providing treatment or care, for a purpose 27 

relevant to the provision of the treatment or care; 28 

 

   (ii) a confidential research record concerning a child convicted of 29 

a crime or adjudicated delinquent for an act that caused a death or near fatality; and 30 

 

   (iii) a confidential research record concerning a victim of a crime 31 

of violence, as defined in § 14–101 of the Criminal Law Article, who is a child residing 32 
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in Baltimore City, for the purpose of developing appropriate programs and policies 1 

aimed at reducing violence against children in Baltimore City. 2 

 

  (2) (i) The Baltimore City Health Department shall keep 3 

confidential any information provided under paragraph (1) of this subsection. 4 

 

   (ii) The Baltimore City Health Department shall be liable for 5 

the unauthorized release of information provided under paragraph (1) of this 6 

subsection. 7 

 

  (3) Within 180 days after the Baltimore City Health Department 8 

receives a confidential research record under paragraph (1) of this subsection, the 9 

Baltimore City Health Department shall submit a report to the [Department] 10 

ADMINISTRATION detailing the purposes for which the confidential record was used. 11 

 

 SECTION 3. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That the Laws of Maryland 12 

read as follows: 13

 (a) (2) This subsection does not prohibit: 16 

 

   (i) Access to and confidential use of the record by the 17 

[Department of] Juvenile Services ADMINISTRATION or in the investigation and 18 

prosecution of the child by any law enforcement agency; 19 

 

 (b) (2) This subsection does not prohibit access to and the use of the court 20 

record or fingerprints of a child described under Title 10, Subtitle 2 of the Criminal 21 

Procedure Article in a proceeding in the court involving the child, by personnel of the 22 

court, the State’s Attorney, counsel for the child, a court–appointed special advocate 23 

for the child, or authorized personnel of the [Department of] Juvenile Services 24 

ADMINISTRATION. 25 

 

  (3) (i) Except as provided in subparagraph (ii) of this paragraph, 26 

this subsection does not prohibit access to and confidential use of the court record or 27 

fingerprints of a child described under Title 10, Subtitle 2 of the Criminal Procedure 28 

Article by the [Department of] Juvenile Services ADMINISTRATION or in an 29 

investigation and prosecution by a law enforcement agency. 30 

 

  (4) (i) The [Department of] Juvenile Services ADMINISTRATION 31 

may provide access to and the confidential use of a treatment plan of a child described 32 

under Title 10, Subtitle 2 of the Criminal Procedure Article by an agency in the 33 

District of Columbia or a state agency in Virginia, if the agency: 34 
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    1. Performs the same functions in the jurisdiction of the 1 

agency as described in § 9–216(a) of the Human Services Article; and 2 

 

    2. Has a reciprocal agreement with the State that 3 

provides that the specific information to be shared by the State is the same type of 4 

information that will be shared by the agency; and 5 

 

    3. Has custody of the child. 6 

 

   (ii) A record that is shared under this paragraph may only 7 

provide information that is relevant to the supervision, care, and treatment of the 8 

child. 9 

 

   (iii) The [Department of] Juvenile Services ADMINISTRATION 10 

shall be liable for an unauthorized release of a court record under this paragraph. 11 

 

   (iv) The [Department of] Juvenile Services ADMINISTRATION 12 

shall adopt regulations to implement this paragraph. 13

 (a) (1) In this section, “confidential research record” means a record, 16 

report, statement, note, or other information that: 17 

 

   (i) is assembled or obtained for research or study by the 18 

[Department] ADMINISTRATION or the [Secretary] EXECUTIVE DIRECTOR; and 19 

 

   (ii) names or otherwise identifies a person. 20 

 

  (2) “Confidential research record” includes a record that was 21 

transferred to the custody of the [Department] ADMINISTRATION by a predecessor 22 

agency. 23 

 

 (b) Each confidential research record shall remain in the custody and control 24 

of the [Department] ADMINISTRATION. 25 

 

 (c) A confidential research record may be used only for the research and 26 

study for which it was assembled or obtained. 27 

 

 (d) A person may not disclose a confidential research record to any person 28 

who is not engaged in the research or study for which it was assembled or obtained. 29 

 

 (e) This section does not apply to or restrict the use or publication of any 30 

statistics, information, or other material that summarizes or refers to confidential 31 
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records in the aggregate, without disclosing the identity of any person who is the 1 

subject of a confidential record. 2 

 

 SECTION 4. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That on October 1, 2010, all of 3 

the functions, powers, duties, assets, liabilities, accounts, books, records, personal 4 

property, contractual obligations, and employees of the Department of Juvenile 5 

Services shall be transferred to the Juvenile Services Administration. 6 

 

 SECTION 5. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That Section 3 of this Act shall 7 

take effect on the taking effect of the termination provision specified in Section 2 of 8 

Chapter 10 of the Acts of the General Assembly of 2006, as amended by Chapters 602 9 

and 603 of the Acts of the General Assembly of 2008. If that termination provision 10 

takes effect, Section 2 of this Act shall be abrogated and of no further force and effect. 11 

This Act may not be interpreted to have any effect on that termination provision.  12 

 

 SECTION 6. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That, subject to the provisions 13 

of Section 5 of this Act, this Act shall take effect October 1, 2010. 14
